3DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 



(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



Claims A — 6 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Lichtenwalter (US5,683,875 Nov. 4, 1997). 

Lichtenwalter teach a polycarbonate or polypropylene substrates to which 
oHgonucleotides may be attached (see whole doc. esp. col. 7 lines 7-15). They teach attaching at 
V or 5' end with oligonucleotides of range of 7-25 base pairs (see col. 8 lines 24 & col. 9 
line 16). They teach detection by hybridization of the immobilized oligonucleotides (see 
abstract).

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 4-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Guire et al 



A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 



(US6,506,895 Jan. 14, 2003). 
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Guire et al teach photoactivatable nucleic acid for inunobilizing on polypropylene or 
polycarbonate surfaces (see whole doc. esp. col. 9 lines 24-45). They teach that containing 
substrate with the nucleic acid then illuminating to immobilize to specific regions (see col. 9 
lines 35-40). They teach 40 mer probe (see col. 15 line 22). They teach the technology for use in 
hybridization detection assays (see col. llines 55-65).
